^BCTIOK 1. Salaries of State Ofilccrs.

./Se it enacted by the Tscgixhiture of the State of Minnesota f

SECTION 1. The salary of the Governor shall he one tliou-
or istatceand five hundred (1600) dollars per annum. The Secretary

of State shall receive a salary of twelve hundred (1200) dol-
lars per annum. The Auditor, Treasurer, and Attorney-Gen-
eral, shall each receive a salary of one thousand (1000) dol-
lars per annum. The clerk of the Supreme Court shall receive
a salary of six hundred (GOO) dollars per annum.

SEC. 2. This -Act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER IX. '

An Act for tfie letter apportionment of Judicial
Expenses.

.Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

SBCTHMT 1. Judges may determine proportion of expense.
S. Duty of Count;' Auditor.

SECTION 1. The Judges of the several District Courts shall
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be authorized and required before the ndjournment of each
term of court to ascertain and determine tire proportion of ex- Dutiw of District
pense of the term caused by civil and criminal business, avis- judge*
ing in any organized county, which may be attached for judi-
cial purposes to the county in which such term of court may
be held.

SEO. 2. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of every coun-
ty to which any other organized county maybe attached for 1>uty rf

judicial purposes, to keep an account of the amount paid by Auditor

his county for nil judicial expenses arising in any county or
counties so attached, and he shall duly certify such amount
to the Auditors respectively of iho counties attached, and
counties so attached to another county for judicial purposes,
shall make provision for, and pay to the county to which they
are attached, their proper share of all judicial expenses incur-
red by such county.
